Jane Doe: Fight to end discrimination in the 
prosecution of rape is far from over

JANE DOE WAS ASLEEP IN HER 
second-story Toronto apartment 17 
years ago when a man who had 
stalked her raped her at knifepoint 

Jane survived the attack, but soon 
afterwards she realized that women 
in her neighbourhood were being 
used as bait. Even though the police 
knew they were dealing with a serial 
rapist, they decided not to issue a 
warning. The rapist was only caught 
thanks to a tip received after she and 
a group of women distributed 2000 
posters alerting the community 

When the case came to trial, Jane 
Doe won the right to her own legal 
representation—a first for a victim of 
rape in Ontario. She was able to sit in 
on the hearings, instead of waiting 
out in the hall where victim witmess- 
es are usually kept. She thus heard 
details of the investigation, normally 
withheld from women in her posi- 
tion, that suggested that the police 
had been g guilty of negligence and 
gender discrimination. 

The rapist was convicted, but in 
1987 Jane Doe sued the Toronto 
Metropolitan Police Force for negli- 







gence and violations of her rights 
under the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. After an 11- 
year court battle, the Ontario Court 
ruled in her favour. 


Why do the police characterize your 
case as one of non-violent rape? 

| think there is a lot of mythology 
that exists around rape. One of the 
biggest myths is that rape can be 
non-violent—in my case because I 
had not been cut, or beaten, or killed 
by the rapist, and even though a 
knife was held to my throat, because 
there was no attendant physical 
assault they classify that, across the 
country, as a non-violent rape. 

The notion is that rape can be non- 
violent is absurd, when we know 
very well that rape is an act of vio- 
lence in itself. That is one of the 
myths that we live by, and we con- 
tinue to judge and to belittle those 
who experience rape and the crime 
itself 

What you build is a hierarchy of 


Tapes where one rape is seen as more 


serious and deserving of more police 
and state intervention or attention 
than the majority of rapes, which are 
committed by men that we might be 
economically or emotionally 
attached to, where the lighting is fine 
and there is no problem in making 
an investigation. We get locked into 


this “stranger/danger” understand- 
ing of rape as being the really serious 
ones or the real violent ones. 


How does gender intersect with 
race and class when it comes to rape 
trials and in particular your rape 
trial? 

| always classify myself as a “good 
girl’ rape. lam a white worman. | am 
perceived as middle-class and lam 
seen as heterosexual. Because of that 
it was much easier and safer for me

to pick up the phone and call the 
police. Native women, black women, 
lesbians, women with disabilities, 
women who work in the sex trade, 
women who have criminal records, 
or women who have been sexually 
assaulted before don’t get the same 
kind of treatment that is given to this 
mythical “good-girl” rape I received.

for the way they handle rape trials? 
After the judge found the police 
guilty, City Council in Toronto called 
for in a unanimous vote that there be 
a social audit conducted into how the 
police investigate rape and sexual 
assault and how they treat women 
who file those claims. That had never 
been done before. It was kind-of an 
inquest or an investigation carried 
out by the municipal government. 
The investigation was performed by 
the city auditor who is a very power- 
ful man in city politics and to his 
credit he worked with women like 
myself and women from other anti- 
violence groups to have a real in- 
depth look at what happens when 
women pick up the phone and dial 
9-1-1 and how they are treated by the 
investigating officer. 

That piece of work is still ongoing.

It has been six years. It takes so long 
to effect real change especially 
around rape and sexual assault. The 
report is coming into its final stages. 
Initially the auditor came up with 57 
recommendations about how the 
police can and should change. The 
police of course say they have made 
all of those changes, but in fact they 
have not. They haven't made any 
changes and very little has changed 
in my city or cities across the country. 


How does what you went through 
inform the women’s movement? 
What do active feminists do with 
the story that you told in your 
book, The Story of Jane Doe? 

There is a lot of work to be done in 
all of our communities, including the 
women’s community, around rape 
and sexual assault. My book doesn’t 
as much give answers or solutions— 
it raises questions. I think that in 
2004 the paradigm has shifted and 
we need to revisit rape and sexual 
assault in all of our communities. 
What I hoped to do through my 
book is to ask new questions or ask 
old questions in a different way. I 
think it is required in activism as 
Well that we revisit the crime, revisit 
our attitudes toward it and start 
looking at it differently. We need to 
look at it through a more political 
lens and, as was originally done, 
look at rape, sexual assault and vio- 
lence against women as an issue of 
equality. 

I think that that piece has become 
buried under all of the legislation 
that is now tied too women’s agen- 
cies that work on rape or violence 
against women. We need to be 
mindful of that and pay attention to 
the ways that our activist move- 
ments have become co-opted.

Kerry’s speech was the beginning 
“at long last” (his words) of a serious 
debate in the campaign over the war. 
The speech was heralded by his 
charge, a few days before, that 
George W. Bush lives in a “fantasy 
world of spin” —the first telling, or 
even widely audible, phrase that 
Kerry has used in his entire cam- 
paign for president. Bush, indeed, 
has an audacious personal quality 
that has somehow served him well 
so far: full frontal repudiation of facts 
known to all. Faced with the absence 
of WMDs in Iraq he once simply 
said, “We have found the weapons 
of mass destruction.” Faced with a 
Presidential Daily Brief titled “bin 
Laden Determined to Strike in the 
US,” he and his spokespersons called 
it “historical.” In his universe, faith- 
fulness to delusion is “consistency.” 
It reached its apogee at the GOP con- 
vention, where the president present- 
ed a picture of the war in Iraq from 
which all current facts—the street 
fighting, the bombing, the kidnap- 
pings, the torture, the departing 
allies—had been removed. 


BUT PEOPLE LIKE LIES! 

“Staying the course” meant stay- 
ing in the imaginary world. At the 
convention, the president, if we are 
to judge by his sudden dramatic rise 
in the polls, apparently drew a 
majority of the country into that 
world with him. Yet almost immedi- 
ately thereafter, he sank again in 
many polls. As of this writing, the 
polls are in anarchy, showing any- 
thing from a double-digit Bush lead 





to a dead heat. The polling may 
reflect the confusion of a public grop- 
ing to deal with its immersion in the 
imaginary world. Like a movie audi- 
ence emerging from a feel-good 
blockbuster onto the icy streets, the 
public probably cannot help noticing 
that what is before its eyes is quite 
different from what was on the 
screen. The bright and shining lies 
are always more appealing, at least 
for a while, than the plain truth. 
Could the resulting double-vision be 
the reason for a certain flip-flopping, 
so to speak, of the public itself? 

In his speech, Kerry embraced one 
of the pillars of common sense, final- 
ly declaring that the war was a mis- 
take, saying of the president, “Is he 
really saying that if we knew there 
were no imminent threat, no 
weapons of mass destruction, no ties 
to al Qaeda, the United States should 
have invaded Iraq? My answer is 
no.” He did not proceed, however, to 
the necessary corollary, that with- 
drawal is necessary, though he hint- 
ed at it. Each of his concrete propos- 
als—to find allies, train Iraqi police, 
speed up reconstruction, hold elec- 
tions—is fine, but none guarantee the 
success in creating a “viable” Iraq 
that he still seems to promise 

He has put one foot in the real 
world, but left the other in the imagi- 
nary world, leaving himself open, 
still, to the flip-flopping charge that 
Bush immediately leveled against 
him again. Only 100 per cent fantasy 
will do for the president. But Kerry 
has at least begun the joummey—one 
as hard as the journey from his ser- 
vice in Vietnam to his protest against 
it—toward the real. Give him credit 
for that.

IN 1955, TENNESSEE WILLIAMS 
galvanized Broadway with the pre- 
miere of Cat on a Hot Tin Roof. With 
its depiction of a family and mar- 
riage in crisis, Cat took on subject 
matter society at the time only 
furtively murmured about; homo- 
sexuality, cancer, childlessness, dys- 


functional marriage. The 1958 film 
starring Elizabeth Taylor and Paul 
Newman is the version most people 
know best, but Bob Baker who 
directs the Citadel's season opener 
says that that version is a pale reflec- 
tion of Tennessee Williams's sizzling 
script. 

“I’ve always wanted to do it 
because it’s such a powerful story 
and not often done by theatres, even 
though it’s a well-known title. When 
reading the play I was struck by 
how provocative it was for today, let 
alone 1955. It’s. a great play with 
which to kick off a season because 
it’s a substantial piece of theatre. 
Meaty—a real full meal.” 


SEE HOW THEY LIE 
Like many in the audience, Baker 


says he’s never actually seen a full 
production of Cat. “I had some pre- 
conceptions. I said, ‘Oh that’s a sexy 
show,’ but until I sat down with it, I 
didn’t realize the full power. It 
made me cry, and I thought, ‘If I feel 
that strongly, I should be able to 
translate it into a production.’ Not to 
be crude, but in a way, it’s all about 
a fuck. The reasons behind it. Why 
does Maggie want to have sex with 
Brick—that definite sexual tension 
and resistance. No matter the situa- 
tion, there’s something behind it:” 
Baker likens the play's structure 
to three one-act plays connected by 
the over-arcing plot of a family 
drama: Big Daddy’s dying and 
there’s no will. “Act One is all about 
Maggie and Brick, whose marriage 
is dysfunctional. Today she would 


leave him, but back then no. So 
many families stayed together 
despite alcoholism and closet homo- 
sexuality. We see how they lie, 
deny, cajole and bargain to keep it 
together. Maggie's trying to save 
Brick, she’s motivated by love—if 
the marriage doesn’t appear sound, 
he’s out of Big Daddy’s will. The 
second act deals with a 65-year-old 
man who's celebrating his birthday 
and who’s terminally ill. There’s the 
dramatic irony, that he’s so sick and 
so rich. The C-word was not spoken 
in the ‘50s. The only person who's 
honest with him is Brick, and Big 
Daddy is trying to get him to stop 
drinking. Act Three deals with Big 
Momma and how she responds to 
the fact her husband's dying. Her 
reaction is unpredictable.” 
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The appeai of this story is the 
complex psychology, the genuine 
feeling under the heat, the accents 
and the magnolias. “Dealing with 
the preconceptions was interesting, 
says Baker. “We had to be diligent 
with the rehearsal process as the 
play is fraught with cliché traps 
There’s the heat and the charming 
southern way of speakir 
hot but empty if the dra 
nowhere.”

It’s a level 
of theatre where some audience 
members may not be able to tell the 
difference but it’s there. I want the 
characters’ dignity to surface. It’s all 
about your deepest personal fear— 
that knowledge deepens the experi- 
ence and makes it more real. In the 
end it comes down to tolerance. 
Tolerance and perception, Williams 
was one of the first American writ- 
ers to really tackle subject matter 
people just didn’t want to face, and 
it’s so enlivening to witness human 
beings struggle and know we're not 
alone”.

TOUCH: TO LAY YOUR HAND 
on something. It can be a fleeting 
trace of feeling, a sensual point of 
contact, a meeting of affection or a 
brisk stroke of aggression. 

That's a slippery thing to handle 
in a dance, but touch is the cunning 
impulse for Toronto Dance Theatre's 
aptly titled dance piece Sly Verb. 

“Our skin is the surface layer of 
our brain,” explains choreographer 
and TDT artistic director, 
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Christopher House. In Sly Verb, the 
body is revealed as the archive of 
our experience. “Without the sense 
of touch, we have no relationship 
with the present moment. Touch is 
the mother of the senses.” 

During the creative process, 
House and his dancers used impro- 
visation, drawing on their new expo- 
sure to the Skinner Releasing 
Technique (SRT), from the teachings 
of Stephanie Skura, a visiting 
instructor to Toronto Dance Theatre. 

Skinner Releasing Technique was 
developed by Joan Skinner, a dancer 
who worked with dance pioneers 
Martha Graham and Merce 
Cunningham and composer John 
Cage. It utilizes imagery to release 
unnecessary tensions and habitual 
holding patterns in the body to open 
it up new ways of moving. Unlike 
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most dance techniques that focus on 
a centre, SRT comes out of the 
premise that “everything relates to 
everything else at all times.” 

Inspired by Maurice Merleau- 
Ponty’s concept “the flesh of the 
world,” and Deane Juhan’s Job’s 
Body—a book he describes as “a 
weird, wacky, poetic, sort of magical 
and beautifully written,” about the 
historical and scientific importance 
of touch, House set out to playfully 
breach the boundaries and limits of 
the body and the stage. 

The dancers present the body as 
both subject and object, at times in its 
most vulnerable, stripped-bare state, 
other times spilling off the stage into 
the audience. The piece“also uses 
video segments in sections House 
describes as “slightly squeamish” to 
present “a very specific, focused, 
clinical point of view.” 

House laughs as he recounts a 
particularly good example of how 
the piece infringes on conventional 
stage/bodily boundaries—one 
Toronto critic complained that he 
could smell one of the dancers in 
performance. 

“Contemporary dance, tradition- 
ally, is about making shapes and dis- 
tilled abstractions, but no matter 
what, the audience has their own 
agenda when they come to see a per- 
formance, driven by a voyeuristic, 
fascination of bodies” explains 
House. “I really wanted to acknowl- 


edge the presence of the audience in 
this piece. The dance is a living, 
breathing thing and (as an audience 
member) you are there, personally 
affecting how it plays out.” 

Visual artist Scott Eunson’s metal 
set pieces and Steve Lucas’ lighting 
design evoke the structures of the 
nerve tissue and cell structure. Phil

Two hours of poignant theatre await. Jared 
Matsunaga-Turnbull and Beth Graham 
present a double bill of solo shows 
which first saw the light of day a couple 
of Fringes ago. 

Near Diamond sets up the giggle- 
inducing premise of a man preparing for 
his appearance at a Vegas Neil Diamond 
|mpersonators’ Competition. Sitting in 
his seedy motel room just off the Strip, 
Matsunaga-Turnbull’s creation enters 
the Zen of Diamond through the strains 
of Holly Holy. Over the course of the 
one-hour production, the solitary man 
slowly transforms himself into the sil- 
ver-shirted deity while addressing his 
thoughts, hopes and dreams into video 
camera—a video intended for his 
daughter. 

Near Diamond is as much a medita- 
tion on the nature of spiritual strength in 
the face of intolerance as it is a celebra- 
tion of following a dream—or the music 
of Neil Diamond, come to that. 
Matsunaga-Turnbull is engaging, using 
his lanky presence to great effect—be it 
dancing with his video camera, hunch- 
ing down in his chair to laboriously 
draw on Caucasian eyes and eyebrows 
or gracefully moving through a yogic 
sequence of warm ups, he invests this 
beaten-down character with a quality of 
being too big, too expansive for the 
strictures of the small rooms and self- 
doubt which have bound him. The unex- 
pectedly dramatic storyline is leavened 
by flashes of off-beat humour and 
Matsunaga-Turnbull’s uncanny vocal 





similarity to The Man. 

In The Visiting Hour Beth Graham 
delivers a delicately lyrical performance 
Her piece, set in a hospital intensive 
care unit, is an affectingly surreal jour- 
ney into the mysteries of the human 
heart. Hank Williams’s I’m So 
Lonesome | Could Cry, a hauntingly 
tuneful butterfly, and the story of a 
childhood friendship intertwine in this 
journey through the subconscious of a 
woman caught between waking and a 
comatose state. The elements of script 
and a very effective soundscape by 
Aaron Macri work together to immerse 
the onlooker in a bewildering environ- 
ment where bananas are telephones, 
and a hospital bed an island of sanity in 
confusion. 

Graham is a performer possessed of 
striking transformative powers; over the 
course of this drama she effortlessly 
morphs from old lady to carefree young 
girl, to smouldering seductress in love 
with her doctor. It’s a mercurial and 
affecting performance. 

Perhaps. these productions could 
benefit from a slight tightening of 
themes and expression—points do tend 
to get repeated. However, they will have 
the paradoxical effect of sending the 
audience out into the autumnal night 
wiping a tear away while humming 
some Neil Diamond classics.

| HAVE TO BEGIN MY REVIEW OF 
StudioTheatre’s season opener—Henrik 
Ibsen's A Doll’s House in contemporary 
translation by Frank McGuinness—with 
an ugly confession: I’m not crazy about 
this Norwegian master’s texts. 

Okay, | know that Ibsen is Mr. Genie 
McGenius of playwrighting, with texts 
boasting wildly profound layering, heights 
of symbolism, psychological subtleties 
and enviable flight of dialogue. I'll even 
admit that parts of the oeuvre do leave me 


breathless, but when seen on the boards, 
the work just doesn’t turn my crank. 

While it sparkles on the page and is 
endlessly fun to analyze and bloodlessly 
deconstruct, A Doll's House has such a 
bloated and overindulgent second act it 
never fails to makes me squirm. MFA 
Directing candidate Brenda Finley's take 
on the classic tale (starring Tiffani Mann 
as Nora and Collin Doyle as Torvald) may 
be an intelligent, energetic and well-trans- 
lated adaptation of this staple, but it 
doesn’t overcome the excesses of a tale 
definitely overtold. 

On the up side, this production boasts 
contemporary twists of dialogue animated 
largely flawlessly by a talented and charis- 
matic cast spun by a director that cares 
about and gets the piece’s intent and flow.

don’t know why. Counterbalancing 
its narrative vagueness with subtle 
characterization and stunning 
imagery, The Return strikes that rare 
balance between artful ambiguity 
and emotional directness. 

And what's more amazing is that 
Zvyagintsev could make such an 
idiosyncratic and accomplished fea- 
ture debut. He really seems to know 
what he’s going for, but what het 
leaves you with in the end you'll 
have to spend some time working 
out afterwards. 

The first thing you notice is that 
the landscape really looms over the 
characters, as in the very first shot, 
which casts a group of boys in sil- 
houette against a dusky, leaden sky 
and glassy sea. They're on a diving 
tower and each takés his turn. 
Andrei, in spite of his reservations, 
goes second last, to be followed by 
his little brother Ivan. But Ivan 
becomes too frightened to dive or 
climb down, so the other boys leave 
him behind, cowering and crying by 
himself. Eventually his mother 

comes and gently retrieves him. 

Later that day, Andrei and Ivan 
come home to find that their father, 
who disappeared 12 years earlier, 
has suddenly showed up and is tak- 
ing a pre-dinner nap. Father doesn’t 
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explain much, he's curt and more 
than a little bossy, but Andrei seems 
game to try being his son. Scowl 
fixed firmly, Ivan is skeptical about 
this stranger who insists he be called 
Dad and starts pushing back against 
this newly imposed authority. 
Father announces he’s going to 


ing trip drags on over several days, 
with no indication when they'll head 
home. 

Ivan feels increasingly antago- 
nized and becomes increasingly 
antagonistic. Andrei is torn between 
siding with his brother and having a 
chance to get to know his dad. When 
Father takes them to a remote, 
apparently deserted island, Ivan 
becomes more and more disconso- 
late until the tension between father 
and sons strains to the breaking 

pint. 

The steadily eventful narrative, 
marked by what appear to be rather 
conventional suspense milestones, is 
really secondary to The Return’s 
utterly unique feel. Zvyaginstev 
frames his subjects against the 
immensity and isolation of the 
world around them, lingering long 
after they’ve left the shot so you can 
see how vast and empty the land- 
scape is when they’re not there. This 
isa film utterly without extras— 
when the main characters aren’t on 
screen, there are only effulgent 
clouds, swaying strands of wheat or 
a one-lane dirt road stretching far- 
ther into unmapped terrain. The cin- 
ematography by Mikhail Klinchman 
is some of the most beautiful I’ve 
seen all year. 

Vladimir Garin and Ivan 
Dobronravov, as the brothers, are 
extraordinary, conveying the intima-

take hiS sons ona fishing trip, so he 
puts them in the car and starts dri- 
ving. It becomes clear fairly quickly 
that he’s not going to indulge his 
sons’ petulance or childishness, and 
that he has some definite ideas about 
what kind of masculine influence 
he'd like to be. His tough love verges 
on cruel, and he keeps the boys at 
arm’s length the rest of the time, 
engaging in some secretive behav- 
iour to boot. 

The boys try to decode some clues 
from the few things he says that 
aren't direct orders. They become 
suspicious when the overnight fish- 
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cy and enmity of siblings while 
shading in their distinct personali- 
ties. They easily hold their own 
against the film’s jaw-dropping visu- 
als and provide the emotional 
anchor to The Refurn’s spare story- 
line and fugitive symbolism. 

But trust me, it’s much less satisfy- 
ing to have The Return described to 
you than it is to witness it unfold in 
all its mysterious, poignant eeriness. 
Submit to its intoxicating beauty, its 
harrowing emotional pitch and dis- 
quieting denouement—then see 
what you come up with.

THE FORGOTTEN |S A GOOD MOVIE 
The problem is that the main part of 
what makes it good is not knowing what 
will happen next, not knowing where the 
visual shocks will come from, and not 
knowing whether the main character is 
crazy or not. The trailers give away 
these details with glee. Much as with 
Robert Zemeckis’ What Lies Beneath, 
the two-minute ads give away the 
secrets that are the point of the first 
two-thirds of the film. 

The Forgotten follows a woman 
named Telly Paretta (Julianne Moore) 
who lost her son ina plane crash. She 
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is so distraught that even more than a 
year after the incident she still takes 
over an hour each day to fawn over the 
remaining tapes and photographs she 
has of her son. Soon the pictures and 
tapes are appearing blank, and her 
shrink and husband say that the kid 
never existed. It’s unclear whether Telly 
is going crazy or if there is something 
more sinister going on. 

Moore is admirable in the lead, giving 
a sense of desperation to Telly. But if 
you've seen the trailers, you've already 
seen most of her peak character 
moments. It's difficult to follow the pro- 
gression of her character when we 
already know where she will end up 
before the opening credits. Anthony 
Edwards and Gary Sinese are in the film 
only to add recognizable faces to minor 
roles, and have little to do with the actu- 
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al action of the movie. 

The plot is captivating and thrilling, 
with a twisted web of secrets unraveling 
at a tight pace. At the same time direc- 
tor Joseph Ruben also adds a plethora 
of visual shocks, such as a surprising 
car crash about forty minutes in that is 
both unexpected and exhilarating. 

However... again... the best visual 
trick (a roof ripping off of a building) is 
played as the centrepiece of the trailer. 

in fact when the key moments of the 
story are given away beforehand, it 
becomes easy to see some of the gap- 
ing plot holes and the hokeyness of the 
entire concept. 

if you haven't seen the trailer, The 
Forgotten is a tight little thriller with a 
few creative twists and shocks. If you 
have seen it, The Forgotten is an hour 
and a half of build towards a money 
shot you've already seen, leaving you 
unfulfilled 

Since the advertising for the movie 
has been so pervasive, chances are you 
aren't in the first group.

Ghostbusters soundtrack on the tape 
deck to sing along with Ray Parker 
Jr’s soulful proclamation that we 
“ain't ‘fraid o’ no ghosts”? In North 
America it’s fun to thumb your nose 
at the supernatural with a bit of ‘80s 
synth pop, to revel in the antics of 
Slimer, to have visions of Egon 
dancing through your head; but it’s 
a different story with those Japanese 
osts. They'll bust your ass. 

The nastiest of the bunch are in 
writer-director Takashi Shimizu’s 
Ju-On series. They’re usually pale, 
bug-eyed and bloody, and they 
make the scariest noises (feral cat 
sounds, guttural clicking). They'll 
catch you in their haunted house, 
follow you home, terrorize your 
family, appear on your T.V., and 
even crawl under the damn covers 
with you. They'll do whatever they 
can to scare you literally to death. 
They don’t slime; they kill. 

It’s that relentless icy tension pep- 
pered with sudden scares that’s 


made the films so popular in Asia. 
Films, you say? Here's the deal: in 
the late 90s Shimizu made an ultra- 
low budget, shot-on-video ghost 
story called Ju-On, based on a film 
school project. He also shot a very 
similar sequel. They both went 
straight-to-video and gained a cult 
following over the years. This led to 
him doing a theatrical version last 
year, called Ju-On: The Grudge, 
which was hugely popular and was 
quickly followed by a sequel. This 
in turn led to Sam Raimi co-produc- 
ing a Hollywood version starring 
Sarah Michelle Gellar, which was 
shot in Japan and directed and co- 
written by Shimizu. That one, called 
simply The Grudge, comes out short- 
ly. The version playing this week- 
end is the initial theatrical install- 
ment. 

All of the versions concern an 
average-looking suburban house 
cursed by a supernatural grudge 
resulting froma jealous husband 
committing murder-suicide, and 
causing his son’s disappearance. 
The ghosties get mega-angry 
towards the house’s subsequent 
occupants, who tend to meet horri- 
ble fates. One of the many similari- 
ties the films have to the Ringu (The 
Ring) series is the tendency for the 
curse to spread rapidly. Police

It's an epic good versus evil battle that

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The phoenix of festivals 


ONE MIGHT WONDER WHY A 
city that’s home to award-winning 
writers Rudy Wiebe, Gloria Sawai, 
Glen Huser, Jacqueline Baker, Tim 
Bowling, Candas Jane Dorsey, 
Thomas Wharton, Merna Summers, 
Greg Hollingshead, Cora Taylor-— 
the list goes on and on—would have 
trouble producing a literary festival. 
Yet even the most positive folks 
admit that Edmonton's new kid on 
the block, LitFest 2004, has had a 
roller-coaster ride. 

For 17 years, Edmonton had its 
version of the Alberta Book Fair. It 
usually featured tables for local writ- 
ers’ organizations, local booksellers, 
local and regional publishers and 
self-publishers. It sometimes 
brought in high-profile writers, such 
as the inimitably charming and chal- 
lenging Douglas Glover, last year’s 
winner of the Governor General's 
Award for fiction. More often, how- 
ever, not a lot of attention was given 
to big names—they cost too much— 
and most presenters appealed pri- 
marily to children or young adults. 

Sharon Budnarchuk of Audreys 
Books, president of the Alberta Book 
Fair Society, puts it this way, “We 
always dreamed of making it big- 
ger. The format was getting dry [as 
it was].” 

Besides the programming for chil- 
dren, which would always be part 
of the mix—including this year’s 
mascots Clifford the Big Red Dog

and Franklin the Turtle—there had 
to be something for adults, more 
structured readings, perhaps, and 
attention to different genres. A “cel- 
ebration of literature” had to be as 
inclusive as possible. 

Like many other arts groups, 
however, the festival came to a crisis 
before it found a way to reinvent 
itself. By 2000, Book Fair attendance 
had dwindled, no one organization 
had the energy or resources to set it 
back on track, and there was no fes- 
tival the following year. During the 
hiatus, writers, booksellers, publish- 
ers, promoters, and practically every 
literary organization in the city came 
together and agreed that they need- 
ed a celebration that represented the 
whole community. Conferences and 


organization and its members 

In 2002, just in time to maintain its 
granting status, the festival reap- 
peared. LitFest 2002 gave special 
attention to Edmonton's Governor 
General’s Award winners, many of 
whom waived their fees because 
they knew the organization was 
restructuring and had “lots of ideas 
but not enough money.” 

Though there was some continu- 
ity, LitFest was and still is a new fes- 
tival in many ways. In her third year 
as producer, Tamara Johnson is still 
enthusiastic. “We are growing in 
leaps and bounds,” she says. 
“Everybody's coming together, and 
it’s going to be all. right.” 

The Winspear Centre housed the 
2002 festival, and the Stanley Milner 
Library played host in 2003. This 
year, having Suncor as a major 
sponsor has opened new possibili- 
ties, allowing for a partner festival in 


region. And there have been invita- 
tions to go further—to Jasper, for 
instance. In Edmonton there’s been 
expansion as well, as LitFest practi- 
cally takes over the Citadel Theatre 
from noon on Wednesday, 
September 29, until Sunday after- 
noon. 

Though signs are good for the 
future of Edmonton's phoenix liter- 
ary festival, there’s still some work 
to be done. The date of the festival 
will probably shift, though it will 
still be in the fall, says Johnson, for 
this has traditionally been the Stroll 
of Poets weekend. She’s not trying 
to steal audiences from sister organi- 
zations. 

Diane Walton, executive director 
of the Writers’ Guild of Alberta, 
agrees that the festival “has to find a 
place that fits.” 

“It’s so hard to tell in Edmonton, “” 
she says. “People never tell, never

LUDWIG VAN BEETHOVEN. 
Albert Einstein. Doctor Emmett 
Brown. Josh Ritter. What do these 
people have in common? Well, they 
all had/have a big head of untamed 
hair, but they also had/have a flair 
for blurring the lines between art and 
science. 

“The great scientists are just 
artists,” observes Ritter. “They may 
not be the most organized or com- 
pletely grounded in reality, but I 
think a lot of times it’s the same with 
other kinds of artists. There's a cer- 
tain amount of time where you cut 
yourself off from what you should be 
doing, and you work on what you're 
really obsessed about.” 

Josh Ritter could have been a sci- 
entist. He decided to become a folk 
singer-songwriter instead, thanks in 
part to Johnny Cash and Bob 
Dylan—the two first triggered his 
musical aspirations when he heard 
them performing “Girl From The 
North Country” when he was 
young, leading him to the nearest K- 
Mart where he got his first guitar. It 
just so happens that both his parents 
are neuroscientists, and his brother is 
also studying in a similar field, But, 
Ritter’s science involves six-strings 
and his well-worn vocal chords 
rather than MRIs and cat-scans. 

Ritter started getting some serious 


attention and gathered very positive 
press with his debut album, Golden 
Age of Radio, recorded on a shoestring 
budget in 2001. With his new album, 
Hello Starling, Ritter shows a strong, 
dynamic songwriting ability that’s 
deeply rooted in traditional folk 
styles—it’s elegant and organic with- 
out being pretentious. 

Two years ago, he said goodbye to 
temp jobs and, based on the response 
he was getting, decided to play 
music full-time. 

“It’s really cool,” he concedes. “My 
family is not especially good with 
compliments. The really fun part is 
being able to travel around. I like 
talking to people and hanging out 
with people after the shows and it 
never feels like it’s dishonest.” 

Starling was recorded at Black Box 
studios, a dairy farmhouse in France, 
last February. With barely enough 
money to book the studio for two 
weeks, Ritter went for the marrow, 
the core essential of his songwriting. 
“When I see something like the 
Wilco movie [I Am Trying To break 
Your Heart], and they're spending six 
months working on the snare sound, 
that freaks me out,” he admits. “1 
think all the money in the world 
won't make a song any better. I defi- 
nitely wanted it to sound like it does 
when you come and see a show.” 

Having access to some of Curtis 
Mayfield’s old equipment certainly 
didn’t hurt either. 

“It was pretty classy,” says Ritter. 
“Recording “Bone of Song and 
Wings” on those microphones at 
three in the morning was the ulti- 
mate atmosphere.” With very little

time to spare, most of his personal 
belongings in storage in his home- 
town of Moscow (Idaho), and his 
sights set on the current tour, Ritter 
tries to keep himself grounded. 

“Looking at the world today, at all 
the stuff that gets made and all the 
media, one thing that comes out 
more than anything is that there’s no 
perspective on what it is to be suc- 
cessful,” he reflects. “The moment 
you start to go for ‘stuff’, there is a 
desperation.” Like all great scien- 
tists, Ritter would rather be able to 
take the time to master his craft and 
say what he wants to say, striving 
for longevity and a little bit less pres- 
sure. 

The hair will probably stay the 
way itis. “It’s trying to grow hair 
that gets the Chinese radio waves, 
you know,” he exclaims. “Like that 
thing in Back to the Future... 

The flux-capacitor? 

“Yeah!”

BIG BILL MORGANFIELD, THE 
son of Muddy Waters, was raised in 
Florida by his grandmother and 
now resides in the Atlanta area. A 
relative latecomer to the music busi- 
ness, Morganfield did not follow in 
his famous father’s footsteps until he 
was in his 40s. After “discovering” 
his talent and a love for the stage, he 
spent a number of years honing his 
skills before setting out on his pro- 
fessional career. 

His debut recording, 1999's Rising 
Sen, was produced by longtime 
Muddy Waters guitarist Bob 
Margolin and featured other Waters 
alumni like Pinetop Perkins, Willie 
“Big Eyes” Smith, and Paul Oscher. 
The album garnered critical praise 
encouraged Morganfield to con- 
tinue. The Ramblin’ Mind i 
that followed, which saw 





Morganfield working with Taj 
Mahal ona couple of tracks, was 
stronger than his first outing, and a 
big step out of his father’s shadow 
and into his own light. 

Since his last appearance here in 
2002, Morganfield has released his 
third disc, Blues in the Blood. As 
Morganfield says, “Musically, it’s 
heavily rooted in the Delta Blues, but 
in a modern way. It represents 
where I am now in my journey.” 
The disc features all original material 


from Morganfield, save one cover 
written by his father. 

In a somewhat different case of 
“Fathers and Sons,” check out Eric 
Bibb, son of the legendary folk 
singer Leon Bibb, as part of a dyna- 
mite double bill at the Arden in St. 
Albert on Sunday. Young Bibb grew 
up in the middle of the folk scene in 
New York in the early ‘60s, learning 
the guitar at age seven. Since taking 
up music full time when he nine- 
teen, Bibb has released nine albums 
and has become a favourite at folk 
and blues festivals around the 
world. His most recent recording is 
the Friends disc, which sees him in 
the company of, you guessed it, - 
friends like Charlie Musselwhite, 
Guy Davis, Odetta, and more. 

Joining Eric Bibb on the bill are the 
Campbell Brothers, who played 
Edmonton's Winspear Centre last 
year to a near sold out house. They 
represent the African American tra- 
dition of gospel music with the kind 
of steel guitar and vocals that 
back to the 30s. The Cam bell : 
Brothers are perhaps the best-known 
exponents of the traditional form _

TWO DUDES I’VE NEVER MET 
before roll up to my apartment. I 
climb into their car, and we proceed 
to drive—away from downtown, 
past Whyte Ave, through 
Sherwood Park, and out the other 
end. Past fields occupied by cows 


quietly grazing, past a boarded-up 
building with “Store” emblazoned 


—onits ancient facade... FINALLY 


we pull into a tree-lined driveway, 
revealing a whitewash and brick 
home on an acreage paradise my 
mom would kill to own.

25th Anniversary Legacy Edition 
Ce (Out of five—what did you 


expect?) 


AS TIME GOES ON, THE CLASH KEEP 
on becoming more of a museum piece. 
What was once “revolutionary” or “dar- 
ing” has become something prestigious 
to the record companies who originally 
had no idea what to do with it. That's the 
ironic background of the new 25th 
anniversary edition of London Calling, 
which comes complete with an album's 
worth of demo recordings and a DVD 
documentary. 

In the summer of 1979, The Clash 
were burned out and confused. Punk rock 
was sinking fast, and they didn’t want to 
go down with the ship. The group decid- 
ed that they needed to broaden their 
three-chord horizons, and to hell with 
what people expected’a punk band to do. 
They rented some recording equipment 
and threw themselves into jam sessions 
at a secret location for a new album with 
the working title The Last Testament. It 
would later become their masterpiece, 


London Calling. 

The original album should be familiar 
to any Clash fan. What's fascinating on 
this set is The Vanilla Tapes, the low-fi 
recordings of their summer rehearsals 
made by Mick Jones. Thought to be lost 
for 25 years, they were recently discov- 
ered and provide a fascinating companion 
piece to the finished album. The songs 
are mostly loose instrumental versions of 
Clash classics like “Hateful” and 
“Clampdown” (original title “Working And 
Waiting”), and rough, early sketches of 
Anthems like “Rudie Can't Fail.” The most 
interesting of these is “London Calling,” 
which combines that famous, throbbing 
riff with completely different lyrics. Then 
there are the songs that never got record- 
ed: the rocking reggae of “Where You 
Gonna Go (Soweto)” and “The Man In 
Me,” a laid back blues jam called 
“Walking The Slidewalk,” and a rustic 
country tune called “Lonesome Me.” 

{t's a moot point for any serious Clash 
fan, but it needs to be said that The 
“Vanilla Tapes” CD is really nothing more 
than a glorified bootleg (and | mean that 
in the best possible way). What it lacks in 
quality, it makes up for in vitality: a raw, 
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unvarnished snapshot of a band hard at 
work. 

The DVD, entitled The Last Testament: 
The Making Of London Calling, contains 
some excellent interviews, hilarious 
footage, and insightful commentary from 
their long-time crony and manager, 
Kosmo Vinyl 

Listening to the original album after 
hearing the scruffy Vanilla Tapes gives 
you a new appreciation for London 
Calling. Nothing less than one of the 
greatest rock & roll albums ever.

originals which sit alongside traditional 
gospel arrangements such as “Mother 
Pray” and a cover of Bob Dylan's “Well, 
Well, Well.” 

If you're unsure about gospel outside 
of the confines of a church, you'll wal 
away from There Will Be a Lightas a true 
believer. The vibe of these stripped down, 
raw, and moving sessions feels extremely 
loose. 

The album is just as much a Ben

the word “featuring” (which appears on 
most other collaborations) need not apply 
here. 

Standouts include a re-working of 
“Pictures of Jesus” (from Harper's 
Diamonds on the Inside). Originally a 
heavily African-influenced number, it fits 
equally well into the southern gospel set- 
ting. The closing song, “Church on Time,” 
is a rousing organ-filled hand clapper 
guaranteed to get you on your feet in your 
Sunday best.

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A pocket guide to local donair species 


IF THE INTERNET IS TO BE BE- 
lieved—and it hasn’t steered me 
wrong yet—donairs emerged some- 
time in the early 1970s in Halifax, 
NS. Oh, you might have thought it 
was some ancient food of Greece or 
Turkey or Lebanon, but try punch- 
ing “donair’ into a search engine 
and see what you get. The top hits 
all come from the Maritimes where, 
for whatever reason, locals have 
latched onto donairs and taken them 
to their hearts or, just as likely, the 
veins and arteries running in and 
out of their hearts. A few message 
boards even keep track of the best 
donairs on the Atlantic coast, just in 
case you're planning a family trip 
and want to do some research in 
advance. 

Though spicy beef in a pita with 
onions and tomatoes may have 
evolved in different forms across the 
Middle East, purveyors of this exotic 


airs. There's just something about 
the way its various elements work 
together—creamy with spicy, crisp) 
with soft, beefy with lettucey—that 
no other take-out food can match. In 
recent weeks, I’ve had the opportu- 
nity to try out a few donairs I’ve not 
had before. And before I swear off 
donairs for a month to atone for my 
spicy beef concupiscence, I'd like to 
highlight the best of the bunch. 

gty Jack’s (Calgary Trail 
Sunk Ralf a block off 82 Ave.): you 
may have noticed the nigh-constant 
change in ownership of that space 
next to Occhiali and the Pita Pit just 
off Whyte.

believe me, go try their fatayers, deli- 
cous pastries topped with your 
choice of spiced ground beef, 
spinach or cheese. 

Their donair (in chicken or beef) 
also evinces this authenticity. For 
one thing, the beef is more recogniz- 
ably beef than what many donairs 
are stuffed with. Instead of the large 
processed bulb of beef you're used 
to seeing on that rotating spit, 
Hungry Jack piles slices of real beef 
onto the skewer, then caps them 


with a tomato and lemon that slowly 
disgorge their juicy contents onto the 
meat below. Rather than the tradi- 
tional donair spicing of onion and 
garlic salt, pepper, paprika and 
cayenne, there's an elusive hint of 
aromatic spice that’s hard to pin 
down, but very distinctive tasting. 
No sweet sauce was offered, but the 
one that was provided was creamy 
and garlicky. Five bucks well spent 
for a regular, which was satisfying, 
and served by some very friendly 
folks who genuinely seem to care 
how you like your meal. 

Bite on Whyte (next to the Funky 
Pickle on Whyte): in the wake of 
Extreme Pita, another donair shop 
surfaces on Whyte Ave. From my 
long-standing patronage of Charles 
Smart near Bonnie Doon, I recognize 
the couple that runs the place from 
their woodshedding days, and it’s 
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nice to see they’re initiating their 
perspicacious preteen in the art of 
vending quality pita-wrapped foods 
as well. 

The Charles Smart donair is a 
good point of comparison for the 
Bite on Whyte model, with the req- 
uisite spicy meat generously laid on, 
but with a choice of sweet sauce or 
tzatziki and that mysterious white 
cheese that’s not quite mozzarella, 
but isn’t quite anything else either. 
The sizes range from regular (which 
is pretty big) to super jumbo (the 
size of a toddler's leg). I was actually 
able to stand my donair on end 
between bites and not have it fall 
over. I then took the uneaten portion 
home and baked it in the oven for 
supper that night. 

Bite on Whyte also makes one of 
the better felafels on the Ave., teem- 
ing with crunchy veggies and fresh, 
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well-seasoned felafel balls that don’t 
turn to sawdust in your mouth 

Duke’s Donair (11636 - 87 Ave.) 
Truth be told, the Marco's Seana in 
the Students’ Union Building on the 
U of A campus is my first choice for 
donairs in that part of town. In fact 
Marco may be the rr champi- 
on of donairs in this a 
would certainly be met with wi 
spread approval down Halifax 
for the size and sweetness of his 
product. 

But a few steps off campus there’s 
a nice little family-owne a 
mom and d hter runni 
kitchen while dad ta the orders 
and runs the till, and ryone 
smiles at you when you 
2ye. You can watch sp 
the TV in the corner and there's 
always a newspaper to read while 
they fix your food 

Duke’s sits exactly on the middle 
ground between Hungry Jack’s, 
sharing its propensity for real mid- 
dle eastern flavour—again with the 
aromatic spices and yogurty sauce— 
but cleaving to a more fast-food feel 
overall. The regular is a reasonable, 
but not huge, serving of spiced meat 
ona pita with tomatoes and onions, 
and it boasts enough personality to 
distinguish it from the middling 
donairs that seem to issue from. 
every storefront on Jasper Ave. 
Again, the personable proprietors 
seemed to take rightful pride in their 
product, which always makes things 
taste a little better. If the line-up is 
too long at Marco's, I would head 
straight to Duke's in an agglutinated 
heartbeat.
